GERMAN DISARMAMENT.. 
Decision of Conference of Ambassadors, 


London, December 23... 

Tho question of the disarmmment af Germany has reached a 
critical stage, owing to the failure of the Garman Government to 
carry out the provisions ofthe Spa agreement. Tha conference of 
Ambassadors at Paris bey decided to refer the matter again to the 
respective Governments. . 

According to‘the Paris £cta. although the German regular 
army has been reduced ta the 100,000 stipulated for by January Ist, 
Germany still retains armed forces of about 300,000 including police, 
Customs officers, and forest guards, besides irregular organisations 
formed during the revolution comprising tvro million men, with over 
a million rifles and a number of machine guns. 

ccording to Morweerts. the Allied reply to the German refusal 

to disband the civic guard in East Prussia and Bavaria is couched 
in-Vvory energetic terms and calls upon Garmany to respect the 
Allied decisions. : .

He'is as graceful and as atylisb 
golfer as he was a batsman; 
the controlled threequarcer swing 
of the club is beautifully rbyth- 
mical, while there is a decided 
whip of the hands when the ball 
is being bit. Mr. Ernest Smith, 
the Yorkshire cricketer, another 
plus golfer, contrived to .unlearn 
one game in order to become 
proficient at another, | 

Mir. W.G. Grace tried un- 
suceessfally to combine the 
cricket and the golf stroke. I 
believe he became a single figure 
handicap man, but he could never 
quite understand how it was that 
the secret of this “paltry game 
aluded bim so persistently. Ino 
weak moment I was once rash 
enosgh to explain to hin 
the fundamental difference 
between the golf swing and 
tha cricket stroke ‘or hit. 
I was unceremoniously waved 
aside, only tosee him make the 
the most horrible mess of his 
very nex: shot. Mr, RB. E. Foster 
and Mr. A.C. M. Croome were 
two other well-known cricketers 
who possessed the genius, % 
extraordinarily rare, of pzrceiv- 
ing that the essentials of one 
game were no: necessarily those 
of another.

A well-known financial authority has stated that there is no 
Rope that international trade will resume its normal and natural 
ourse until something is done to introdace a feeling of stability and 
peurity in the exchange market. This problem is fundamental, and 
Boucbes every corner of industry and trade. . It is, perhaps, the mos: 
Hfficult of the many reconstruction problems thrown upon us by the 
» because it is essentially technical. There are two very differ- 
pt main questions which arise out of tha exchange position. There 
first, the wide differcace between the present figures and parity ; 
od, secondsy, the incessant and violen: fluctuations to which ex- 
panges ara now subject. In ordar to get back to the pre-war 
peition we have not ouly to re-astablish the old rate ot exchange, 
f also to bring about the old stability. . This latter is really of far 
gore importance than the actual rate. 
In view of the reasons stated above, 
Hitor of HWuys ond Means, necessary to abandon any immediate hope 
i gatting back to parity, and tosee how far itis possible to revive 
pd extend overseas business on exchanges as we find them to-dey. 
or the purpose of foreiga trade itdoes no: really matter very much 
Britain whether the mark stands at 20 or at 200, or whether the 
plier is exchangeable for sovereigns at the rate of three or 
ve. Whatever the rate of exchange is, it applies both to 
pport and export, and foreign trade can be conducted. iif

But joss let me tell yo 
that Mr. Thomas” presenting 
prizesat a Railwayman's Concart 
and Dance or giving Mr. Lloyd 
George achance to throw him a 
nice bouquets in the House of 
Commons is a very different kind 
of Mr. Thomas compared to when 
be gets up on his hind legs at 
Unity House and narangues 
tavcous tailwaymen. Some folks 
would call that versatility; you 
and I would marely call him two- 
faced. : 

Thero is no doubt in the mind 
of Mr. Thomas of the comingofa 
Labour Party. Theooly thicg he's 
no’soreaboutisthe date.
